A. Correction of Applicant

B. Correction of Prior Application Data 

On the Filing Receipt (copy enclosed), U.S. application No. 10/669,176 is still 
designated a foreign application when it should be properly listed under the domestic priority 
data. The previous request for corrected filing receipt incorrectly indicated that the declaration 
filed in the present case claimed priority from USSN 10/669,716, when, in fact, the Declaration 
filed April 16, 2007 lists U.S.S.N. 10/669,176 under the claim for benefit of a earlier U.S.
